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connect co-ordinately with a canal seated between tho tendons of the extens. 
carp. rad. 1. and the extens. polti. tortius, or was only the prolongation of tho 
same. Tho system was much debilitated through the continuance of slough¬ 
ing ulceration, and at- times ono ounco of blood escaped from tho irritated 
surface on slight contact. 

Ti'eatment .—A seton was placed over the extralateral fascia of tho bicep3 
muscle, the tinct. iod. comp, administered internally (25 drops gradually in¬ 
creased to f£ss) twice daily, and tho tinct. iod. simplex applied externally 
over tho inflamed surface by means of a glass brush once every morning. 
At tho end of the second week tho irritable character of tho ulcer subsided, 
while the edges suppurated to a greater extent. Tho seton acted but imper¬ 
fectly. In tho fourth week tho patient felt slight nausea, which left her in 
two days, when nn acuto pain was experienced in the right mamma. In tho 
fifth week tho papilla of the same contracted and sank; and in tho sixth week 
tho right breast was absorbed to half its original size. No other symptom of 
iodine occurred. Iodino was detected in tho urine and in tho blood, which at 
times escaped from tho ulcer, tho bichloride of palladium reacting out of tho 
alcoholio extracts, evaporated and resolved in water os dark brown iodide of 
palladium. The pus was desiituto of iodino on testing it with starch and 
bichloride of palladium. In the eighth week the ulceration began to dry up; 
both tho sinuses wero closed without rendering their former situation tender. 
With tho tenth week all traces of tho former ulcer wero obliterated and new 
membranes had formed. A slight anchylosis remained in tho phalanx joint 
of tho thumb in consequcnco of arthropyosis. Tho breast begins slowly to 
fill. An arthritic swelling on tho right kneo seems to stand in nn idiosyn¬ 
cratic relation to iodism, and tho uriue is destitute of its proportional quan¬ 
tity of uric acid. Should urate of soda, phosphate of lime, eto., bccomo do- 
posited in consequence of a predisposing affinity of iodine to their respective 
solvents? 


DOMESTIC SUMMARY. 

Acetate of Lead in Yellow Fever.— Prof. Geo. B. Wood mado some interest¬ 
ing practical remarks at a meeting of the College of Physicinns of Phila¬ 
delphia (Nov. 7, 1855), on tho uso of ncetato of lead in yellow fever. lie said 
that tho recent provtucnco of yellow fover in Norfolk, and many parts of tho 
South, had called goneral attention to that diseaso; and any suggestion in re¬ 
lation to its treatment might bo considered nt present os peculinrlv appropriate. 
Thcro wob ono point in tho therapeutics of tho offeotion to which, u a thought, 
scarcely so much attention had been directed as it merited. It was woll known 
that the first stage of the diseaso usually consisted of ono long, continuous, 
febrilo paroxysm, which, after a duration of one, two, or three days, rather 
suddenly subsided into a period of apparent remission, in which, however, 
though the febrilo excitement was diminished, there was no decrease of tho 
danger. This, indeed, was tho period of greatest danger j tho patient, in bad 
cases, boing much prostrated, and often throwing up largo quantities either of 
pure blood, or of altored blood in the form of black vomit, llo know woll that, 
in a great many cases, all remedial efforts wore of no avail; the blood being 
irreparably poisoned by tho violont action of the cause. But thore wero others 
»n which tho ohances wore about evenly balanced between life and doath, and 
in which tho occurrence of gastrio hemorrhage might turn tho scalo against 
life, by increasing a dobility already as great as tho vital forces w’oro adequnto 
to strugglo through. In such cases, it appeared to him that there was a strong 
indication to prevent this exhausting homorrhage. 
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Besides, in the samo singe, there is a species of inflammation of tho gastric 
mucous membrane, ns indicated by the exquisite opigastrio tenderness during 
life, and tho appearances presented upon examination after death. This 
strongly tends to a disorganization of tho tissuo, and to that effusion of altored 
blood, so well known ana so much dreaded under tho nnmo of black vomit. 
Dr. Wood believed that this discharge was not attributable solely to the state 
of tho blood, but somewhat also to the condition of tho mucous membrano. 
Here then was another indication; namely, to obviate the phlogosed condition 
of tho membrane, to ompty, ns far ns possible, the inflamed veesols of tho blood 
that was distending them, and thus give them some opportunity of resuming 
their healthy functions. 

Now ho know no medicine so well calculated to moet these two indications 
as tho acotato of lead, at the samo time an onorgetio astringent and a decided 
sedativo. This remedy lmd, so long sinco as tho year 1820, beon rcoommondod 
and employed by Dr. Irvino, of Charleston, S. 0., who wroto a pamphlet on 
tho subjeet, the substance of which may bo seen in the Eclectic Repertory of 
tho same yonr (vol. x. page 6191. Having perused this pamphlet, Dr. Wood 
had an opportunity of trying tno remedy in a severe case, whioh occurred 
towards tno close of the opidemio that appoared in Philadelphia in 1820; and 
ho was much pleased with its apparent effects. In this case, tho patient lmd, 
at tho beginning of the second stage, begun to throw up a darkish flocculont 
matter, whioh appeared as if it mignt be the result of a commencing effort to 
form blaok vomit. Tho acetato of load was given, as recommended by Dr. Ir¬ 
vine; and tho patient ultimately recovered, This was tho only caso of tho dis¬ 
ease ho had under his chargo on that occasion, after reading Dr. Irvine's 
account of the romedy. Two others had Bince occurred to him; one somo 
years sinco in tho person of a seaman from tho South, in the Pennsylvania 
Hospital; and tho othor recently, in that of a student of modiolno who lmd 
come to Philadelphia to attend the medical lectures, and on the way had passed 
through two towns in which tho fovor whs prevailing at the time. IIo had 
tho characteristic phenomena of a fover of two days' duration, and a remission 
of the febrilo symptoms at tho end of that time, with intense tondorness in tho 
epigastrium, and ucep yellowness of tho skin. Both of these cases recovered 
under the use of acetato of lead. IIo did not protond that tho threo cases 
mentioned wero at all decisivo as to tho efficaoy of the romedy under the cir¬ 
cumstances mentioned; but they were certainly sufficient to justify a further 
attention to tho subject, and a more nmplo trial. 

Dr. Wood had sought in vain among tho medioal journals of late, for testi¬ 
mony in relation to the use of the acetate. Such testimony, may havo been 
given; but it had not fallen undor his notice. Ho had heard that, in a par¬ 
ticular locality, the remedy had been tried, and not been found to answer. 
But it may not have been employed at precisely tho right junoture, or in suffi¬ 
cient quantity, or in a sufficient number of oases, to justify a determination of 
its value on this score. Before it can be pronounced to be worthless, it mujfc 
have undergone n muoh more extensive trial, and undor a variety of circum¬ 
stances. IIo did not suppose that it would euro all onsos. Ho should despair 
of a cure from it after blaok vomit had fairly taken placo. But, with his pre¬ 
sent views, he considered it as probably having the power of preserving life in 
some cases, and as deserving or the notico of tho profession. 

Attention is necessary to tho period and circumstances of its administration. 
It should bo commenced with at the earliest signs of the approach of tho 
second stage. This was highly important, as, after this, it would probably bo 
too late. It should bo given in doses of two grains every two hours, without 
tho accompaniment or simultaneous use of any other suhstanco^ that might 
servo to decompose it; and should bo continued steadily until thirty-six 
grains havo beon taken. Tho uso of this romedy does not preolude the appli¬ 
cation of leeches or a blister to the epigastrium, one or both of whioh Dr. 
Wood had employed in nil tho threo cases referred to .—Summary of the flans, 
of the Coll, of Pays, of Philadelphia, vol. ii., N. S., No. X. 
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
